Nathan Hale 


ve remind you of the story we printed in the January 1976 issue of the Crimpville 
Comnents about Nathan Hale marching through town on the 26th day of January in 1776 
on his way to Medfield with 11 recruits for the Continental Army. The march was over 
our Hartford Avenue from Mendon to Medway line. We mentioned that he was hung on the 
following 22nd day of September for being a spy. We also printed the words that he 
was supposed to have said according to tradition. Since then we have been informed 
that he did not say, "I only regret that I have but one life to lose for my country." 
The diary from a British officer, Lieutenant Frederick Mackenzie, had this entry for 
September 22nd, 1776 as follows: "A person named Nathaniel Hales, a lieutenant in the 
Rebel Army, and a native of Connecticut, was apprehended as a spy last night upon Long 
Island; and having this day made a full and free confessiton---he was hanged at 11 
o'clock in front of the Park of Artillery.---He behaved with great composure and reso- 
lution, saying he thought it the duty of every good officer to obey any orders given 
him by his Commander-in-Chief; and desired the spectators to be at all times prepared 
to meet death in whatever shape it might appear." (His commanding officer was Thomas 
Knowlton, Colonel who had died six days earlier in a battle at Harlem heights.) 

Hale had been brought before General William Howe who ordered his execution and turned 
him over to William Cunningham, Provost Marshal of the British forces on Manhattan 
Island. Now we see a strange turn of events as Fate provides retribution for his 

deed of hanging Hale without a trial. Hale was denied the services of a clergyman, 

a Bible and the delivery of two letters that Cunningham never had sent. He was hung 
quickly and ruthlessly; even British army officers deplored Cunningham's act. 

After the war ended officers and men of the British forces returned to their homeland. 
Hale passed into history and no more was heard of Cunningham until 1791 when the news 
went around London that a former officer in the British forces who had served in the 
New York area in the 1770's had been convicted of forgery and his neck would be 
"stretched". This wasn't particularly unusual news, for in England of that day many 
infractions of the law were punishable by death. After trial and sentencing the man 
was hanged. Yep--you guessed it--it was none other than Cunningham, former Provost 
Marshal of the British forces on Manhattan } How often we have observed that the 
old warning must be considered: "They that live by the sword shall die by the sword." 
Yes, Hale was a part of our heritage and he left his footprints in the sands of our 
town along, what later, became the Boston-Hartford Turnpike. No Town has beén so 
blest with such a vast array of diversified occurrences that fill the pages of history 
as has been revealed for Bellingham. You should be aware of this and be justifiably 
PROUD. 


Suppose by now that you have been aware of the fact that the real, original old North 
Church does not exist. The British ordered its complete destruction and every piece 
of wood was burned so that never again could it be seen as the infamous place where 
the lanterns were hung or ever to become a shrine for LIBERTY.

While these young men were working 
in the cemetery they would divert 
their attention by inserting an 
iron rod into the graves to see 
which ones were still "solid"! 

A mother who died in childbirth 
was buried along with her child 
in this cemetery, holding the 
precious infant in her still arms 
just as she had hoped to do in 
real life had she lived. Humor 
and tragedy found a way to get 
along somehow.

Had he lived in 
these latter times he would have stood a bet- 
ter chance to carry his favorite project.

The contrast would add 
up to over a century of merchandising 
changes which began before the War of 
1812. Door-to-door selling by tinsm- 
iths began in Berlin, Connecticut. 
They sold their wares from packs on 
horseback, and then from wagons. The 
postwar need for business sent peddlers 
farther into territories where people 
hungered for tools and hardware, 
Saeed Ng ERS : ~.. Peddlers wagons became traveling stores 
7 rater ee ene wit. €6CCarrying cutlery, kitchen-ware, jewelry 
‘a OD. Sarak vk CARAT @eoain” ot ee uv" and hardware among many other articles, 
Fred Stanley turned to selling in this way in 1823, selling his nuts and bolts, hinges 
and other hardware. In order to get people to purchase his hinges, he sometimes inst- 
alled them himself because of the feeling at that time that leather hinges were super- 
ior. For the next three years he carried on this business in the back country until 
he returned to New Britain, Connecticut where he established a general store. After 
twenty years, he founded the Stanley Tool Works which is still in business today. 
Wagons like the one shown in the picture were used by Fred Stanley and other Yankee 
Peddlers to bring the products of infant New England industry to the farms and villages’!
